H. J. Ridge, county agent, declared

not make a half ton to the acre," 
Ridge said. 
"Hay in many fields 


thraout the county •will not be worth 
cutting and several farmers are se- 
noasly considering re-plaritmg the 
fields to soy beans," he added 


The coin crop. Ridge says, is the 


most delayed for this time of year 
he has ever kno\vn. 
Oats in many 


places barely cover the ground and 
if it does not rain soon, many stands 


will net be tall enough to cut. The 
bast oats in the county are not over 
sir. inches high at this time, he 
t,a!d. 


Much wheat thruout the county 


was, winter killed and many fields 
will' not pay expenses of cutting, 
Ridge is convinced. 
Fields 
that 


have withstood the winter and pres- 
ent lack of moisture are short, but

To the north 
there is a maze of Islands covered 
with forests and snow and glacers, 
which comprise "Tierra del Fuego," 
the "Land of Fire."
